HOW DOES ONE 
EFFECTIVELY USE BELTS? 

The effective use of belts de- 
pends on an understanding of 
their function. 

Belts are used to conceal waist 
seams, to draw a loose fitting gar- 
ment together at the waist line, 
to hold pants and skirts in po- 
sition, and to tie together sep- 
arate tops and bottoms. In their 
own right, the ycontribute style 
by their ornamentation and color.
